Holding  of  Asiatic  Peace  Conference  Inviting  All  Countries 
Concerned,  Important  Proi^osal  By  War  Minister  Araki, 


(Telephone  message  from  Pukui)  War  Minister  Araki,  who 
is  staying  here,  has  been  considering  and  studying  a  foreign 
policy  with  a  view  to  adjusting  Japan* s  international  rela- 
tions  in  future,  establishing  peace  in  the  East,  and  making 
European  countries  and  America  understand  Japan* s  time  inten* 
tionp*  At  last  ha  has  come  to  a  conclusion  that  the  convoca¬ 
tion  of  an  Asiatic  peace  conference  should  be  proposed  to  the 
Powers  for  the  purpose  of  settling  all  the  disputu.i  and  dif-  ' 
ferencea.  It  seems  that  he  has  decided  to  doliboravo  carefully 
with  the  Navy  authorities  on  this  matter  upon  his  return  to 

Tokyo  and  to  advise  the  Premier,  the  Foreign  Minister  and  the

•other  Ministers  concerned  to  that  effect  as  an  unanimous 
desire  of  the  fighting  services,  thus  inducing  the  Government 
to  take  stops  in  order  to  carry  out  the  sohomo.  The  Minister 
of  War  believes  that,  in  view  of  the  coming  international 
erlsis  of  1935-6,  the  whole  nation  should  bo  united  in  order 
to  revise  and  readjust  all  the  irapoi*tant  policies,  and  ho  also 
thinks  it  necessary  for  Japan  to  take  active  measures  towards 
foreign  coimtries  at  the  same  time.  Prom  this  viewpoint  he 
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proposes  as  a  fundamental  measure  for  socurlng  peaoe  In  the

Par  East,  permeated  by  American  and  European  influences,, 
sedkiBouifp' llr'dmlA  *«n<ldi  «f«htcj«?>ft<dl«pu't«»40V4ic>reovor, 
Japan's  recognition  of  Manchukuo' has  resulted  In  aggravating 
such  disputes.  It  Is  needless  to  say,  however,  that  Japan 
should  bravely  follow  her  fixed  principles  declared  at  the 
time  of  her  withdrawal  from  the  League  of  Nations,  however

persecuted  she  may  be,  for  Japan  must  live  with  Manchukuo  as 
her,  life-line  on  the  continent.  Being  the  only  great  Power 
In  Par  East  at  present^  Any  action  or  movement  of  Japan  Is 
closely  watched  by  the  world.  It  la  extremely  dangerous  for 
Japan  to  try  to  cope  with  the  present  crisis  relying  on  a 
mere  treaty  or  deplomatlo  artifice  alone,  if  she  Is  set  to 
positively  maintain  peace  In  the  East  and  thus  to  contribute 
to  the  establishment  of  world  peace.  Therefore  I  propose 
the  holding  of  an  Asiatic  peace  conference  where  discussions 
on  a  Russo-Japanese  non- aggress ion  pact,  pourparlers  for  a 
disarmament  conference  and  basic  deliberations  of  all  the 
Issues  related  to  the  maintenance  of  peace  may  be  conducted 
with  a  view  to  reaching  an  agreement.  Thus  the  significance 
of  Japan's  withdrawal  from  the  League  of  Nation  would  also 
h*  clarified  and  I  believe  any  Power  tVat  may  entertain  com¬ 
plaints  against  Japan  may  come  to  understand  her  true  Inten¬ 
tions  and,  as  a  consequence,  may  naturally  recognize  Manchukuo.

Regarding  an  Asiatic  peace  conference  which  is  reported 
ly  proposed  by  Minister  of  War  aRAKI  at  PUKUI  City,  leaders 
of  the  Porelgn  Office  authorities  stated  as  follows; 

"Recently  a  section  of  the  Army  advocated  the  holding 
of  an  oriental  peace  conference.  The  matter  was  taken  up, 
at  that  time,  at  a  liaison  conference  between  the  Foreign 
Office  and  the  Army  but  v/as  then  rojctrd  as  utterly  useless. 

If  Minister  of  \Var,>*.®AKI  really  meanr  to  bring  up  again 
the  already-settled  p'roblom,  v/e  sbo^Tld  wonder  what  his  true 
intentions  are.  His  propose  1  reveals  his  ifcack  of  correct 
understanding  of  the  complicated  3ituitlo>\  prevailing  in  the 
Pa#  East  with  China  and  Soviet  Russia  surrounding  Manchukuo

His 
proposal  is  against  the  fundamental  spirit  with  which 
Japan  withdrew  frcm  tho  League.

America  and  others  the  rights  to  interfere  wantonly  with 
the  Par  Eastern  situation.  It  v/ould  also  amount  to  the 


renunciation  of  the  principle  of  >ar  Hactorn  Monrolsm  or 
Great  Asiaiam.
